A Moxon Rectangle Antenna 
For 10 Meters

The Moxon Rectangle (ARRL Antenna Compendium, 
Vol.6), named after its developer W. Moxon of British 
Ham Fame, looks like a simple rectangle 1/8 by 1/2 
wavelength in size.

FCC Expands Extra Tests 


The National Conference of Volunteer Ex- 
aminer Coordinators’ Question 

Pool Committee has released a revised 
and expanded Amateur Extra 

class (Element 4) question pool into the 
public domain. The new 

question pool becomes effective July 1, 
2002, and must be used to 

generate all Extra class written examina- 
tions administered on or 

after that date. It replaces the Extra class 
question pool released 

April 15, 2000--the day Amateur Radio 
"restructuring" became 

effective. 


The new Element 4 pool expands the 
number of questions by more than 

20 percent--806 questions--as opposed to 
665 in the current Extra 

class pool, and it contains more technical 
material. More than half 

of the questions cover electrical principles, 
circuits, signals and 

emissions.

WAG6TLA provided the best answer to 
the question given last month. 


“The reason that the convention of USB 
on 20 meters and up and LSB on 40 and 
80 started with the way the SSB signals 
was original generated back 

in the '50s. It has to do with the fact that 
the original SSB exciters 

were designed with the SSB signal being 
generated at 9 MHz USB using the 
phasing method. This technique shifted 
both the 9 MHz rf and audio signals plus 
and minus 90 degrees using double bal- 
anced modulators with the net result of a 
9MHz USB output. 


To get to 20 meters you mixed a 5 MHz

fixed frequency with the 9 MHz USB 
signal and selected the SUM fre- 
quency, 9USB + 5 = 14 MHz USB.

Thus, using 
a single USB generator you could 
get onto 20USB and 80LSB by sim- 
ply tuning the mixer output.
